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=S (57) Abstract: An information processor (10) includes an LCD 

(12) as a first display area and an LCD (14) as a second display 
area, and in the second display area, for instance, a touch panel 
(22) is provided as an input means. In the first display area, a 
plurality of windows are superpositioned or only a window at 
the front is displayed, and in the second display area, a plurality 
of tabs associated with the plurality of windows are displayed. 
Based on coordinate data detected in response to the operation 
of the touch panel, when it is judged that a prescribed input has 
been performed on the tab, the window displayed at the front 
in the first display area is displayed in the second display area. 
Alternatively, an inactive window associated with the tab is dis- 
played in the second display area.
